SISM&BCK'S DISUIS8AL. 

The Ctaancellor'a Betort-'*tfy Uaster'Sc&a- 
tliorlty Endi at Uy Wife's Drawlner 
Boom." 

Bkrlin, Nov. 22— A further extract from 
Hans Blum's forthcoming book, " Tho Ger- 
man Empire iu Bismarok's Bay," is pub- 
list^ It deals with the dismissal of Bis- 
marck'. It sayg- immediately after Bis- 
marck's interview with Windthorst, tho 
Emperor sent Bismarck the following moa- 
_ I : "The Kaiser requires that Biamarck 
shall not receive members of the Reich- 
stag without previously reportini? to the 
Kaiser." Bismarck replied : " Please tell 
tho Emperor that I allow nobody to have 
any control of my own household." The 
next morning, March 15. the Emperor rose 
early and went to Bismarck's residence, 
where he declared that be most know every 
night the result of the Chancellor'a negotia- 
tions with partj leaders. Bismarck refused 
to comply with tho Emperor's demand, and 
repeated tho remark of hia previous night in 
regard to control of his own houaehold. Tho 
Emperor, greatly agitated, said : " Not even 
when Icominand youdo it asyour sovereign?" 
The Prince replied : " My master's author- 
ity ends at my wife's drawing-room." 
The Prince proceeded that ho only re- 
mained in office because of a promise he 
had made to I'^mjieror William 1. that he 
would servo hia grandson. Tho Emperor 
then demanded the Prince's reaignatioii aa 
chancellor, at the aanie time olfering him 
tho title of Duke of 1.,'iuenberg and a pen- 
aiou. The Prince rejected the ofTerinf,', say- 
ing in reference to tho proposed pension : 
Nobody ahall bo able to say I oloeed my 
career by running after a gratuity such as a 
zealous poatmun would receive on the New 
Year." The Freiainnige Zeituog oootrnsta 
tha foregoing version with tho Imperial re- 
script issued at the time, and urges that an 
official statement of the exact faots^be pub- 
lished withont delay. 

MAKING PROGRESS. 

The Hldwlnter Fair's Arrangi>mentB— Mining 
in WoshlnKtoii Will Be Prumlneatly 
Ecpresentcd. 

San Franci-co, Nov. 22.— Tho work of 
laying out and boautifying tho fair grounds 
win soon bei;to. The plan of decorating 
will be L-laborace, and the fair managers 
will have tho aaaiatance of tho uiombers of 
the State Ploral .Society and of many other 
growers in beautifying tlie ground. People 
in tho Bti.to who intend to exhibit at the 
Fair* are very slow in getting iu their ap- 
plications, and it is proposed to have a date 
set for closing the books for exhibits. It is 
probable that no longer than a week 
from the first will be given exhibitors in 
which to get in their applioationa for apaco. 
Until a date la set nothing definite can ho 
dona about setting apart looabiona. Tho 

?ltui of arrangements naa been worked out. 
'horo will be an American section and also 
neparato aeotions for foreign exhibitors. 
Tlie foreign exhibitora who have thus far 
applied are : Austria-Hungary, Belgium, 
.lajjan, Oriental countries, Greikt Britain, 
Ivist Indies, Switzurlaud, Ruaaia, ^ and 
Husuiau Pruajiu. Tho agricultural and 
horticultural building will bo given 
over to California mainly. Japan 
will have an exhibit in it, and probable some 
other Pacifio Coast States. Tho Stjlo of 
Washington ia taking a groat deal of in- 
tereat in tho fair, and will bo represented 
not only by tho Statu, but by individuals. 
Spokane haa already sent a delegation to 
San Francisco to confer in regard to a 
aeparato exhiliit from that place, and ita 
plans contemplate tho crectieu of a miners' 
log cabin, which will contain tho old fashion- 
ed fireplace, tho Hugo beams overhead, tho 
cracks atulled full of mud and other things 
'to keep out tho wind ; bunks arranged in 
one corner ; huge shutters to the windows, 
burred doors, eta. The interior will bo do- 
voted to agricultural and mining exblblta. 



A USEFUL CI nZBN. 

Death of William T. Coleman, Who Did Create 
Order In Disordered Gallfornla. 

San Franoisoo, Nov. 22.— William T. 
Coleman, the old pioneer and merchant of 
San Francisco, who did so much to build up 
the metropolis of the Pacific Coast, died 
this morning, aged 69, from a general 
breaking down of bis eonatittttion. The de- 
cline in Mr. Coleman's health may be said 
to dvk*« from- the failure of tbe great com- 
mercial house of Wm. T, Coleman & Co. , of 
which he wb,s the bead. The failure ooour- 
ed on May 8th, 1888, . Mr. Coleman be- 
came ; distinguished in the early hia- 
orw of this city as the head 
of the vigilance committees. Tho city had 
been terrorized by organized lianda of rob- 
bers and murderers known as the "Hounds" 
and the " Regulators. " Tho law was out- 
raged with impunity, and ita officers wore 
more or less in league with tho criminals 
whoso political influence was pre-eminent. 
At last the reepeotable elements organized 
in IS.'il for the protection of lite and pro- 
perty and to rid the comnmnity of tho 
scoundrels who had long defied justice. 
Mr. Colcmiin waa active in the work of 
organizition and was a member of the 
executive committee. 

In 185G, he was chosen leader of tho sec- 
ond Vigilance Committee, which wag formed 
immediately after the aBsaasination of Jamoa 
King, of William, editor of the Hulletin, 
by .Juiiies Casey. There were l,.^Ol) namsa 
on the rolls the first day. Mr. Coleman had 
supreme command and evinced rare powers 
of leadership. Ho was firm and fearless, 
yet just and fair, in tho discharge of hia 
weighty obligations to the ciininiuiiity. The 
hanging of Casey by tho Vigilante, after ho 
had received a fair trial, and, aubsequently, 
the work of organization which rid 
San Francisco of its criminal element, 
are matters of history. After three months 
of activo service tho committee made a 
great street parade and finally adjourned. 
Mr. Coleman waa called to the leadetahip 
of the Committee of Publio Safety, which 
waa organized during the labor trOublea of 
1877-78 to prevent riou and the destruction 
of property. In thia position be rendered 
good service. Mr. Coleman never had any 
public ofiSoe, aod never received any com- 
ponsation' for hia labora in behalf of the 
public. He took a keen interest in politics, 
but did not seek office. In 18S4 the Naw 
York Sun brought him into prominence by 
urging his nomination to the Presidency by 
the Democrats.

SUDDEN DEATH. 

A Well Known CUizon of Nanaimo Dies of 

Apoplexy. 

Nanaimo, Nov. 23.— (Special.)— Thomas 
Hirat, a well known citizen of Nanaimo, 
latest son of the late John Hirst, was found 
dead in tho Wilson hotel about eleven 
o'clock to-night. He had been in the 
hotel in tho early part of the evening with 
friends, apparently in good health. It was 
thoughthehadlof t, when the bartenderfound 
him lying in the hall cold and still. Dr. 
Praeger was at once sent for. Examination 
shoived the cause of death to be an apopletic 
tit. The deceased was a comparatively 
young man, aged about forty. Ho waa 
married and had two children. He had re- 
sided at Nanaimo since his early childhood, 
and was known by every one in town. Hia 
death will be learned of with general regret. 

MENACING MOORS. 

Itlo Oro Threatened— Reinforcements Sent to 
Its ABalatauce. 

Madrid, Nov. 25.— General Gonzilez, 
Governor of Rio Oro, haa informed tho Gov- 
ernment that 3,000 Moors are menacing tho 
fort and tho settlers. When the last 
Bteamer left Larache, (ieneral Gonzalez ex- 
pected to be attacked any hour. Tho Gov- 
ernment has ordered tho gunboat Le Gaspi 
to take marines and ammunition to tho fort, 
and the GoTornor of the Canary Islands has 
chartered a Bteamer to convey reinforce- 
n>ents to Rio Oro.

Sentence Passed Upon MeGreevy and 
Connolly In the Conspiraey 
Case. 



Tlie Jndgre Refnses to Entertain Ob- 
jections and Ag^rees With ' 
the Terdfct. 



(From our owm CorrosDondont. 
Ottawa, Nov. 22.— One year's imprison- 
ment, without hard labor, was the sentence 
imposed upon Thomas McGreevy and N. K. 
Connolly by Mr. Justice Rose at tbe aaaiae 
court this morning. When tho court ro-as- 
sembled, the jury were ready with their 
verdict, ' Guilty." Mr. Blake, Q. C, 
for tha defendants, asked that a 
case be reserved and that the sentence 
of the oourt be suspended until tbe question 
of tbe admissability of certain letters which 
had passed between Thomas McGreevy and 
Robert McGreevy, in evidence against 
Nichollos Connolly — a point raised at an 
curlier date — might bo decided. Counsel 
and tho judge discusaed the qui:stion 
for some time. Eventually His Lordship 
ruled against Mr. Blake and proceeded to 
addreaa the priaoners. He said ho entirely 
agreed with tho finding of the jury. The 
offence committed was a great one, but be 
waa diapoaed to temper jualice with mercy. 
Ho hud thought of their pereonal incohveni- 
enco, and no matter what the sentence 
might bo, from their positions, doubtless 
it would bo severely felt. In order 
that undue aympathy might not be in- 
voked on their behalf he would inflict 
a aentence which, while it might appear 
light to some, would he felt by them. Ha 
then sentenced them to one year's imprison- 
ment in the county jail. 

Out of 115 railway companie'a in Canada 
all have sent in their annual reports except 
16 The Departn^ent of Juatioe haa been 
instructed to proaeoute those delinquents for 
not obeying the law.

STORM SUBSIDED. 

Ilany Shipping Casualties iiiul Katiilitlos— 
Nmuorous Flshiiie Jiouts .Still JUssIng. 

London, Nov. 22. — The terrible galos 
whioh have prevailed on the coast since 
Friday have subsided. Crews of vessels 

arriving at various port.s tell torribio tales 
of Bufloring and loss of many overboard. 
Lifabo»ta continuo to arrive with por- 
tions of tho crows of wrecked vesaels. 
The Norwegian derelict Alpha has been 
towed into Yarmouth with three dead 
bodies on board. The remainder of tho 
crow aro missing. The Dover lifeboat re- 
turned to its station to-day amid tho cheers 
of thousands of people, having on board 
Boven surcivora of the crew of the Johann 
Marie. Throughout tho night thoy were 
unable, owing to the heavy ucas, to take the 
crow oil' the wrecked veaael from the rig- 
ging. During tho night four of tho ship- 
wreaked seamen dropped exhausted from 
the rigging and were drowned. The crew 
of the Johann Marie, in tho rigging of tho 
vessel, were repeatedly half drowned by tho 
towering waves from yesterday morning 
until daybreak to-day. 

A dispatoh from Kottendam saya tho 
whole coast of Holland suffered from the 
storm. There have been many shipping 
oaaualties and fatalities. An exciting scene 
was witnessed off Kottendam yesterday 
whon a ateamer put out to the rosouo of tho 
crow of u wrecked fishing boat. Tho 
sea was so heavj and the wind so strong 
that the steamer \va.a dashed against a pier 
and wrecked. Tliu crow with diliiculiy 
was rescued by a life boat, Meanwhile 
five of the crow of tho fishing boat wore 
drowned. A despatch from Coponhagen 
says tho gale was aovorely folt about tho 
Jutland peninsula. A number of fiahiug 
boats wore wrecked aud thirly-ncveu (ish- 
ormon arc known to havu Imnn drowimd, 
The population of tho coast ia in great dis- 
tress. Many fishing boats uro still n?i«sii)g, 
and there will probably bo a long list of 
widows and orphana.

J^RITAIN'S NAVY. 

lord Beresford's Project for Gonflrmlng 
Britain's Uonarcby Over the Seas. 

London', Nov. 21. — Tho British naval 
programme drafted by Lord Charles Berea- 
ford, formerly junior lord of tho admiralty, 
commeucoa by declaring that the navy of 
Groat Britain must bo a third stronger 
tba^.tbe oombined .fleets of her two pos- 
sible enemies, France and Ruaaia. Ho 
proposes an expenditure of £22,000,000 
sterling for the construction of six iron- 
clads of the Royal Sovereign class, twelve 
battleships of the 'Batfleur class, ten 
oruiaera of the Blake class and fifty ves- 
sola of the Havoc olaaa, designed especially 
to destroy an enemy's torpedo stations. 
Half a million pounds should (jo oxpoudcd 
for a reserve ammunition supply similar to 
that maintained by the French Qovernment 
at Toulon, and £634,000 should be used for 
strengthening the moles at Oibraltar.

Their Thauksglvliie: Turkeys. 

Business in local retail establishments was 
not as brisk yesterday as had been iiutici- 
patod, but on tho whole during tho wo?k 
tho average trade was dono. Largo consign- 
ments of turkeys which were ordered from 
tho Sound did not arrive according to agree- 
ment in time for yesterday's market, and 
consequently orders had to be cancelled.

The Qneen Probably Ajjain Keiffuingr 
—Minister Tliurstou's Denial 
of Bloiiut's Statements. 



San Fkanoisco, Nov. 22 — Official Wash- 
iog^on, dispatohea for Minister SVillia and 
' Admiral John Irwin were aeut out yester- 
pn^the Paoifio Mail atoaraer Cliina, 
which will tonoh at Honolulu on herVay to 
tho Orient. The exiict nature of the dis- 
patches could not be learned. They wore 
received in cipher an hour before tho China 
sailed and forwarded in a largo sealed envel- 
ops. jTbe next ateamer from Honolulu, by 
whibb 'iinportanit news is expected from 
Hawaii,- is the Alameda, duo early to-mor- 
row morning. The Alameda, commanded 
by Captain H. G. M orso, a ve'.erau in tho 
service, bos a romarkublo record for always 
being on time. She ia due hero at 7f*.m. 

Wasiunciton, Nov. 2'2. — It, whs clearly 
apparent thia morning that the publicition 
of Minister Thurston's reply to Commis- 
sioner Blount's report had created a very 
disagreeable impreaaion at the Department 
of State. N-JiMi ot tho ofFipiula Otiro to dia- 
ousa tho matter with the view to the public- 
ation of their opiuiona, but it was privately 
intimated that tho minister adopted an ex- 
traordinary course. He has violated all tho 
proprietiea of diplomatic intercourse, and in 
any other countiy ho would bo imnicdi- 
ntely furnished with hia pasaporta. But 
Thuratou made it very difficult for such 
a course to be pursued by very shrewdly 
disclaiming in the beginning of his article 
any intention of publiabing an opinion upon 
the international questions at iesae, and by 
declaring that he purposed to confine him- 
self to a statement of facts concerning him- 
self in reply to Bloont's personal attacks 
upon him. The impression is that the de- 
partment has no intention of adopting 
heroic measures in hia case. It may be ex- 
pected, however, that he will meet with a 
chilly reception upon his nsxt visit to the 
State department. 

All the State department ofBoials stood 
muto when there was brought to their at- 
tention the published report that Queen 
Liliuokalani had been rcatored to the 
Hawaiian throne on Monday if tho 
plans of Minister Willis carried. Monday 
waa the day 6xed, according to tho last in- 
formation received by Saorotary Groaham. 
According to a high authority at prcaent in 
thia city, who givea this information, tho 
adminiatration has not tho least doubt that 
the Queen has been restored. Minister 
Willis' reports, which were received in 
Washington on Saturday, did not have the 
least doubt of the restoration of the Queen 
on the appointed day. 

Thurston's statements contradicting 
Blount's in regard to facta of the recent 
revolution in Hawaii are exciting much 
attention here. Tho question ia aaked, will 
the State Department officially take any 
notice, and tho general expectation ia 
that it will not. The course of the Depart- 
ment towarda Tburaton appears to have been 
that of quiotly ignoring him in hia diplo- 
matic capacity. This was indicated to 
'Thurston himself by the assertion that no 
copy of Blount's report had been officially 
transmitted to him. 

Boston, Nov. 22. — Ex-U.S. Minister 
John L Stevens gave a lecture, this even- 
ing, in the Lyceum Course at West Somer- 
ville to a crowded audience, on Hawaiian 
afiiftirs. Before beginning his address be re- 
marked that daring his thirteen years ser- 
' Vioe as tJ. S. minister under four Presidents 
he had invariably refused to recognize poli- 
tics in bis own country, believing that in 
our foreign relations our policy should bn 
national and oontinnous, always with 
ft bold front to oar foreign rivals. 
He had firmly refused to consider 
the Hawaiian question as a partisan quea- 
tion in any sense. Mr. Stevena then aaid : 
"Our intereats in Hawaii appertain to at 
least three (|ueation8, more or less distinct 
from each other, though they cannot be 
considered entirely aeparute. 

"There is the question of civilization, there 
is the question of American future com- 
mercial power in tho PaciQc, and tho third 
involves tlie issue of resDonaible govern- 
ment, under tho Americin fl ig, in harmony 
with pledged American fiitii, tho best 
American antecedents and the plain logic of 
American history and American opportuni- 
ties. At the date of her downfall Liliuo- 
kalani waa without the sympathy and aid of 
tho best of the native Hawaiiana and 
of all tho respectable ond intelligent 
white residents of the islands. Not a hand 
was lifted in defence of the semi-barbarian 
throne when it fell, conclusively disproving 
the assertion of the nnsorapulous agent of 
the fallen Queen, sent tu Washington to 
secure as large a snm nf money as possiblo 
for conveying to our Cinvernment all her 
right and title to the Hu vaiian throne and 
to the Crown lands to wh<oh she never had 
any other claims than to the income as long 
as she reigned. 

"This agent, before embarkingfor Wash- 
ington, made sure of u large advance fee of 
thonsanda of dollars, which the fallen 
Queen paid out of her own purse, and he 
thought he might help his cause by the ut- 
terly baseleaa statement that the U. S. 
Minister and Naval commander had de- 
prived Liliuokaliui of her throne. In pre- 
senting themselves for admission into the 
American Union, tho islanda como more 
under Aineiican conditions than any of 
onr previously annexed states or territories, 
as tho fuctH I have just stated abundantly 
attest. 

" Why bIiouIiI they not bo permitted to 
como under tlie fhig so deeply loved by 
tho islanJu? It is literiilly correct to 
say that, ncenrdiug lo llio Hawaiian census 
tables of ISDO, there Mere then but about 
2,000 persojiH reHiding in Hawaii wlio were 
born in tlie United St itca. Hut in addition 
to these part-of tho 7,. '500 born on the 
islanls of foreign parentage and put down 
aa Hawaiiuns are of American parentage, 
and they nmko an important portion of the 
American culony. They were educated in 
American ideas and sentiment. Their lead- 
ing men, in fact, are mostly graduates of 
American schools and colleges."

Ground haa been broken for tho Ann 
Hathaway cottoge, which will bo the British 
headquarters. Tho site ia on tho south arm 
of the fair grounds, which extends along 
tho borders of Strawberry lake on the south, 
The groiinda trill be laid out in an artistic 
manner and aro nearly ideutioal with old 
English ideas ond practices. Tho box 
hedges have already been arranged for and 
on tho (juantity designated for flower beds 
there will be planteil n\arigolds, daffodils, 
sweet Williams, lads and lassies, and other 
flowers that Shaktapeare knew. 

Tho band of Arab morohants, conspicuous 
by their red fizzes, were amongat the 
earliest arrivals, und represent the advance 
of a general pilgrimiigo from Chicago to the 
Golden Gate park of men of all nations. 
They aro coming hither in great crowds, 
and bcforo a week is over it ia expected that 
the city will he full of the strange looking 
people from Europe, Asia, Africa, and the 
various islands. 



THE MIDWINTER PAIR. 

Japan and Italy Will Have Thoir OwnBnlld- 
ings— Olilca^o (jDiicesslonalres 
ArrlvliiK. 

San Fiunoisoo, Nov. 21.— Frank A. 
Koidzurn, commissioner-general of Japan to 
tho World's Fair bus arrived. He aaya that 
he will remove tho entire Japanese exhibit 
from Cbioago to the Midwinter Bxposition. 
Masasbi Shioda, who was one of thejiidges at 
Chicago will go to J apan tobringotttspeoimens 
of painting and sculpture. Bids will be 
opened on Friday for the Southern Cali- 
fornia building. A movement is on foot 
among the residents to raise fnnds.for a 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Tho ''Bulls" lliul Control of the Market Yos- 
tcrtliiy— ConsUlorul)lc Net tiaius. 

New York, Nov. 22 — Money on call haa 
been easy, ranging from 1 to IJ. The last 
loan was at 1}, and at closing that was 
offered. The " bulla " had control of the 
market at tho Stock Exchange to day ex- 
cept in the case of General Electric, which 
was weak from start to finish. The deal 
ings in this stock amounted to 3,034 ahares 
in a grond total of 301,000 shares. Tho 
first transactions were at 39}, and then the 
stock gradually settled down to 35*s. Sup- 
port was lacking, and the rumors which 
have been current about the property for 
tho past six months were sgaln called into 
service. During the greater part of the day 
the railway lists presented a strong 
front, and the heaviness in General 
Electric had no effect. Tho buying 
for foreign account at tho opening assisted 
the "bulls." Another important factor 
was the buying of first class railway mort- 
gages by leading inatitutiona. Tho glut of 
money ia compelling institutions and cap- 
italists to buy bonds. There ia littlo or no 
demand for money for speculative or busi- 
ness purposes to-day. A London broker 
placed §1,000,000 at one per cent, on tho 
call of time. Elforts aro making to re- 
habilitate Union Paoitic,and the reports from 
Philadelphia that the position of Reading 
had improved hDancially also tended to 
strengthen the market.

LET US BE THANKFUL. 

There are a good many who will, no 
doubt, any that this yenr people havo very 
little to be thankful for, and that thanks- 
giving will be to many a mere unmeaning 
formality or egretiious hypocrisy. The dis- 
appointed, the nnfortunate, and the soured 
must, we suppose, make their moan and 
have their growl. But tho great majority 
of them, if they would only take the 
trouble to think, would find that they 
have much to bo thankful for. Money 
is scarcer than it used to bo, and 
luxuries and even comforts are fewer. 
But, after all, money is not everything, and 
a man's happiness does not depend so much 
as most people think on the things ho 
poaaesses. There are auoh beings in 
the world aa cheerful beggars and miserable 
millionaires. There are very few in this 
country, where most men are, for the most 
part, the architects of their own fortunes, 
who do not remember the time in which 
they were poor— some very poor; yet tho 
memory of those daya ia not painful. They 
hud enjoyments then as well as they have 
aow, and if tho balance were atruok, they 
are not ao euro but on the whole they were 
<]uite aa happy ivhen they owned little as 
they are now when they own a great deal. 
They will realize, if they take tho trouble to 
think, the profound trtlth that there ia in 
the Buying " The life ia more than meat and 
the body thf»n raiment." Theae peo- 
ple see now that ia the days of 
adversity thoy had much to be thank- 
ful for. It may poHibly be that the 
poverty that pinched them was a blessinf! 
in diBguise, and that the privations and the 
hardahipa of the Inifi timr.B were a diBoipline 
that hardened them and atrcngthened them 
to continue tho atrugglo that lod to succeaa. 

If a man or woman has health and 
strength and courage to keep up the fight 
as long as there is a chance of success, and 
in dark days whtn opportunity appeara to 
have slipped away never to return, he or alio 
has very much to be thankful for. The man 
who baa the love of wife and children and 
the catecm of friends to sustain him, al- 
though his pocket may be empty or 
nearly ao, should render thanks for 
that great blessing heartily and aiu- 
cerely. It ia not true that " when 
poverty cornea in at the door lovo 
flies out at the wiuiiow." This aaying, 
which ao many are ready to quote, ia in faot 
a mischievous lie. It is as great a libel on 
human nature as ever waa uttered. Lovo in 
a cottage ia not a thing to make a mock of. 
It exists everywhere, and is the great com- 
pensation for tho hardships of tlio poor 
man's lot. The poor man in hia cottage, 
with his family around him, ia often hap- 
pier and enjoys life more keenly and moro 
rationally than the kini; in his palace. Wo 
cannot be sufEoiently thankful for the love 
of those whom we love;'it is a greater sweet- 
ener of existence than any amount of money. 

Tlioao who have work to do, no matter 
how humble or liow hard it ia, havo cause to 
bo thankful to day. Work that givea exer- 
cise to hand and braia, thutoccupioa ao much 
of our attention and that takes up so 
much of our time usefully and profitably 
to ourselves and others is a great blessing. 
Think how miserable a community would bo 
without employment. If men wore de- 
prived of tho Batiafftotion and enjoyment 
that como of (exerciaing tho powers of mind 
and body boneQcially to themselves and to 
the world, life to nearly all of 'tis would loae 
ita ohief zest. We would degenerate into 
mere animals, and by no means harmleas 



animals. Let us give thanks that . we have 
work to do. 

Those who feel tho pinch of tho hard times 
must see that their lot ia not without its 
compenBations, Let them to-day wear 
cheerful countenances; and be thankful to 
tho Giver of all Good for the blessings they 
enjoy, for they are neither small nor few. 

As for the happy and prosperous there 
should bo no nand to urge upon tb«m thn 
duty of thanksgiving. If thoy do not boo 
that thoy have a thousand reasons to bo 
grateful for the Itlesaings that are vouch- 
safed to them, it would bo useless for us to 
attempt to open their eyei. But this much 
wo will undertake to say ; the best way to 
show that tbey aro thankful for the good 
thiugs that aro showered upon them is to 
help in every way they can those who are 
leas fortunate than themselvaa* 



A DREADFUL FALL. 

Our Ottawa correspondent informs us that 
the Hon. Thomas McGreevy, who for a long 
time sat in the Parliament of the Dominion, 
and Nioholao K. Connolly, a contractor who 
waa looked upon as a reapeotablo luul a ubc- 
ful member of society, wore sontonced by 
Mr. Justice Rose to ono year's imprison- 
ment. The offence of which these unhappy 
men have been found guilty is thus de- 
scribed by Mr. Osier, Q C, one of the 
unscl for tho Crown : 

The Ciown charges that a corrupt bar- 
gain, a conspiracy, waa entered into by 
'I'lionuii! McGreevy, the truated member of 
the t,>uebeu Harbor Commiaaion, and of llio 
Hdubo of Commona, to act aa ag- 
ent for tho lirm of Larkin, t'oiini)lly 
k Clo., and that contrary to hia duty to tho 
public he shared the protita of tlieao con- 
iracta, giving in return hia servicea in pro- 
curing .contracts for them, getting altera- 
tions made in these oou tracts, lookinj; after 
certificates ot work done, seeing that when 
they tendered their tenders were most 
favorably considered, to get at tho Bccrota 
of the Oovernment as far aa possible, kiting 
the contractors know what was buiug done 
and suggesting to them what to do, and 
generally, instead of standing aa a watcher 
at tho public treasury guarding tho public 
interests, he betrayed hie Crust for money. 

The prisoners were also charged with hav- 
ing conspired to defraud tho Quebec Harbor 
Commiasionera. The total amount of tho 
contracts was $3,318,000, and tho profits on 
the contracts were shown to amount to 
nearly a million dollars. 

The crime was a most aerionaone. It is 
said that Mr. Thomas McGreevy did not ap- 
priate tho money ho received to his own uae, 
but expended it in helping to secure tho 
return of the members of Parliament whom 
ho favored. Thia, as the reader may readily 
conclude, did not lessen Mr. McGreovy's 
guilt in the least, for he would have done 
the community far less harm if he had spent 
bis share of the gains of the firm on him- 
self or put it in his own buaincas, than he 
did in using it to debauch the conalituonciea 
of hia Province. That tho Government did 
ita duty in prosecuting tho man whom it had 
trusted, but who was in ao flagrant a man- 
ner unfaithful to hia trust, there can be do 
doubt. Mr. McGreovy's fate will be, 
wo hope, a warning to politicians of easy 
virtue who may feel tempted to follow his 
example. Hia puniahmont ia a terrible one. 
A year's impriaonment in bis case moans 
the ruin of hia life. He was a reputable 
citizen of Quebec, rich and respected — occu- 
pying a high place in the business, the politi- 
cal and the social world. He, nodoubt, valued 
highly the privileges ho enjoyed and tho in- 
fluence ho exorcised. But by the aen- 
tcDco of tho Court ho has lost everything. 
Ho would no doubt to-day gladly change 
places with the poorest mechanic in Quebec, 
who enjoys his liberty and has no stain on 
his character. Though every good citizen 
must acquiesce in tho justice of the sentence, 
those who know Mr. McGreevy in the days 
of his prosperity cannot help pitying him 
now that he is to sufifer punishment for bia 
oSenoes. 



CULTIVATE MANLINESS. 

Complaints are made that football in the 
United States, like lacrosse in Canada, is 

becoming demoralized. Roughucas and un- 
fairncBB aro too prevalent among tho playere, 
and tho conduct of some upectatora is not 
calculated to make the game popular among 
people who desire to enjoy themselves 
quietly and soberly, and without unpleas- 
ant excitement of any kind. The following 
extract from an articlo in Harper's Weekly 
on " Football Ethics," tho ncceaaary changca 
being made, would apply to lacrosse in tiiia 
country : 

Tho average college football player, 
through no fault of hia own, hut 
rather from hia youth with its un- 
trained judgment, fails to grasp tho 
fact that by showing lack of aolf-control, ho 
lowera the standard which education ia aup- 
poaod to give him, and plaoea hlmaelf on a 
level with tho uncduouted brute, who, for 
the Buko of a fuw doUara, would knock an- 
other human being down. In hia deairo to 
win tho applauao of a cortuiu claaa of spec- 
tators who applaud brutality, in hia zeal 
to win the game by any meana, in hia readi- 
ness to resent some supposed or roalaQ'ront, 
he so loses control of himself that ho per- 
forms some deed of violence, which, in after 
years, aa ho thinka it over, will bring a 
bluah of ahamo to hia face. Looking over 
the reports of gamea, there ia scarcely' one 
to be found which doea not contain, either 
in tho rulings of tho umpire or tho running 
account of tho game, some evidence of foul 
play. 

It is evident that the American football 
playera, like the Canadian laoroaaemen, are 
losing that fine sense of honor and that 

chivalrous love of fair play, which for a 
long time kept tho manly aporta atao high a 
standard. Playora in thoao days, if thoy do 
not take oaro, will forget both how to win 
games honorably uud to loao tiiom with 
manly fortitude and obeerfulness. Sport, 
instead of being an excellent dlaoiplino, 
teaching self-reatraint and magnaniinoua 
treatment of opponenla, will, if the proaont 
tondenciesaro notchooked,]ouly aliord oppor- 
tunitioa of giving way to bad temper, and 
of carrying out schemes to defeat opponents 
by shabby tricks and foul play. If foot- 
ball, lacrosse and other gamea are to 



strengthen the morBlaB wiaU aa,.i;he physi- 
cal qualities which they are suppoaed to 

cultivate, thoao who engage in them must 
learn to practiao tho good old-fashioned 
British virtues which are comprehended in 
tho term "manliness." A manly man, 
whatever his birth or posjtion, ia, at bot- 
tom,'.a gentleman. He will acorn to take an 
unfair advantage of an opponent, and he 
would a thousand times rathor loao a game 
than rcaort to any dishonorable means to 
attempt to win it. There is a certain 
amount of roughness inseparable from both 
lacrosse and football, but the manly player 
will never wilfully injure an opponent with 
a view to disable him, or in revenge for 
some unintentional hurt he may have rp- 
coived. Tho man who cannot, or will not, 
exercise self-control has no business on the 
football ground or in the lacrosse field.

licr, oxcluBive of water rates or water rent ; 

(2.) Any male or female, o( the full ago of 
twenty-one years, holding a lieen.so for and 
carrying on business within tho ward in which 
he or sho ia reyititered as tho holder of a trade 
license in tho municipality, tho annual foe (or 
which Is not lees than llvo dollars, and who 
shall have paid for such lloeose for the six cal- 
endar months next preoeding the first day ot 
January 188-1, and who lias paid, on or before 
tho first day of December, 1893, all municipal 
rates, taxes and license foos, exclusive ot water 
rate or waterTont, payable by him or hor, and 
who, on tlie fourth day of Uocembor, 1893, shall 
liavo boon a resident of tho munici|<alily for at 
least one year previous to tho said fourlh day 
of December. 

(3) Any male or female, being a British sub- 
ject of tho full Mgo of twenty-one years, who 
has resided and been a householder in the 
municipality for tho six months immediately 
preceding the Cth day of November, 1893, and 
who pays in the city of Viotoria a rental or 
rent value as such housoho'.dor of not loss than 
si set y dollars per annum, and who shall havo 
paid, on or before the first day of December, 
IS'.i:!, all niunii ipal rates, taxes and license (ocB, 
excludivo of water rato or rent, payable by him 
or her, and wlitj shall before ilio llrst day of 
Ueconibor 1893, enter with the ABsessor 
or Clerk of the niuniciiiality hia or her name aa 
a volor, and shall make and personally deliver 
to tho Assessor or Clerk of tho Alunloipal 
Council at tho same time a statutory declara- 
tion made and subacribod before a judgo, mag- 
istrate or notary public, in the form mentioned 
in subsection (o) ot section 37 of tho Municipal 
Act, 1892. 

Copies of said forma nrxy bo obtained on ap- 
plication to tho City .isacsoor. 

No person shall bo ontitlod to have his or hor 
namo twice tntor<'d on the voters' list in one 
and the s&me ward.

Remarkable Escape of a Vessel After 
Collision— The Latest raciHc 
Steamers. 



Tlie Libelled Bark Roleaseil -"Sail 
Mateo" Repairs— The Liftiiig:

Ono of tho most reiiiarkablo escapes on 
record of an entire ship's crew from a 
watery, grave in mid-ooeaa U obronioled in 
mail advioes just to hand from the Orient. 
Tho steamer Swordsman, bound for Maur- 
itius, and the steamer Golderland, on her 
way to AdoD, came into collision just below 
tho equator. The Swordsman sank, but tho 
Gelderland managed to reach Colombo after 
an experienoe probably unparalleled in the 
hiatory of navigation, ' The story can hard 
ly be appreciated without illuatrations 
showing tho Geldorland'a condition uftor 
tho disaster, und when at Inst eho 
reached port. Imagine a big ship 
of 2,000 tone, with her stem 
torn clean away, with her starboard bow- 
plates completely stove in, and with the 
cnormouB hole stopped with plankiu^ held 
in position by ba^s of rice banked against it. 
On the port side all tho bowplatos were dis- 
placed, for in tho colUaion the noso of the 
steamer was torn riglit round and bout com- 
pletely out of its n?opor position. To keep 
these plates from escApinp, great iron chains 
hud to bo piissed out throufjh tho port eido 
and carried around the noaa of tho steamer 
and back again through openings in the 
starboard side, as ono would bind 
np with ropes tho looao staves 
of a broken barrel. Bearing this 
conditions of atfairs in niiud, tho reader cau 
understand what a terribly arduous time 
the ship's crew must have gone through, 
and what great tactical skill must have 
been displayed by her commander, Capt. 
de Bo.er, in getting her and tho bulk of her 
cargo safely to port. The Captain states 
that in the emergency her bulkhead ar- 
rangements did not fail to serve the pur- 
pose for which they were intended, but they 
alone were far from snffioient. Xo stop up 
the hole, cargo was taken oafc of the fore- 
hold and placed against planking that had 
been placed acainsfc the remaining 
plates, but two or three times this cargo 
and the temporary stay were completely 
washed away. When at length a stop gap 
had been effected, the voyage could only bo 
undertaken with the greatest caution, and 
the dexterity of the cfficors was severely 
tested in so encountering the waves that 
ihey should not injure the pitched up part. 
Rough weather was twice met with in tho 
voyage of 3,200 miles, which occupied 1.3 
days, and for safety the ship had to be put 
broadside on to some seas, and nearly stern 
first to others. The Gelderland was owned 
by the Rotterdamsohe Lloyd; the tfwords- 
man carried every aoul on board to the bot- 
tom with her.

Arnm>risin circulation among steam- 
boat men that tho Arizona, Alahka aud 
other fine veaseU belonging to the Ouion 
line, aro to be at onco brought around the 
Horn from New York for ihe purpoao of 
being plncod upon an opposition routu 
between Puget Sound and British Columbia 
ports and San Francisco. These vessels 
are all of them over 4,000 tons, and 
average easily twenty miles an hour. They 
would make tho time from here to' San 
Francisco in a little more than two days 
The service will, it is said, begin about tho 
first of tho year, ao that tho new company 
may have the full benefit of tho increase in 
travel expecteil duriug tho months 
of the Californii Midwinter Fair, 
The rumor of the launching of the new 
company is probably tho result of 
recent visit to Puget Sound of the general 
otlicera of the Guion line, who came out from 
New York. They were at Seattle some five 
weeks ago, being accompanied by the oOicers 
of the Union Steamship Company of Van- 
couver, British Columbia, and lead 
ing members of the general staf! 
of the Canadian Paoifio railroad. Fur- 
ther confirmation of this rumor was 
received yesterday in the following dispatch 
from New York : " The Gnion line, one of 
the mnat ancient companies in tho trans 
Atlantic service, is about to end for all time 
ita paaaenger service between Liverpool and 
Wew York for tho reason that tho traflic is 
unprofitable. Its passenger ships Alatk* 
and Arizona will be sold." — Towuaend 
Leader. 

THE " DOMINION " LIBEL. 

Captain Oreenleaf, of the bark Dominion, 
was in Victoria yesterday, arranging for the 
release of tlie veeael on bjnds until tho hear 
ing of tho libel againat her in tho Vice 
Admiralty court. The claim ia for S"iG5, 
iMido Ijy Mcaara. Kljcrta &. Taylor on behall 
of William Turpe!, shipbuilder, who asaerta 
that the Bum mimed ia duo him fo 
caulking tlx- hark ; the defence ia a denial 
that the work waa performed properly and 
according to contr'ict. Having aecured th 
release of hia vessel on bonds covering the 
claim, Capt. CJreenleaf will proceed to .San 
Frauciaco with a cargo nf Eaat Wellington 
coal. Mr. Thornton Full represents the 
vessel in tho action. Tho claim of the late 
watchman referred to yesterday has been 
satisfied in full, and to Ferguson's entire 
satisfaction. 

WORK ON THE " SAN MATEO 

Sufiicient coul has been taken out of tho 
forward end of the ateain collier Han Mateo 
to permit tho mechanica repairing lier 
perform their work. All the old iron, 
debris and broken jjlatca have already been 
removed and considerable now work has boon 
executed. 

MASINE NOTES. 

The next attempt at raising the San 
Pedro will probably be made to-morrow 
morning, if the weather oontinues favor- 
able. The work of repairing the pumps and 
patching up the freah leaks discovered haa 
been progressing well, and it is hoped that 
tlio ne.xt trial will be under more favorable 
circiimataiu'es.

ANCIENT COINS. 

Third liectnre at St. John's of tho "SVlntcr 
Series. 

The third of the winter aeries of lectures 
at St. John's oburoh was, given by Rev. 
Canon Beaulanda last eveniuK, his subject 
being " Auoient Coins." '. He succeeded ad- 
mirably iu entenaining and instructing tho 
audience, his interesting ^ address' being 
illustrated with magio lantern viewi|. , _ 

In his opening remarks the lecturer said 
that very few people realized the fact that 
for hundreds of years mankind was living 
and transacting oommeroial afiairB.upon a 
very extended scale without any kind of 
money. Neither the Egyptians, the Baby- 
lonians nor the Jews, nor indeed Any of the 
Eastern races, had evolved the theory of 
money. It was loft to tho quick-witted 
colonists of tho Greeks on tho coast 
of Asia Minor to perceive first tho 
advantage that their respectivo governments 
would gain by guaranteeing with a seal or 
stamp the amall pellets of precious metal 
which were used by their merchants us 
media of exchange. This occurred aomo- 
whero during tho eighth century before 
Christ, und ao that kind of money has been 
n uao for about 2, GOO years. Tho relative 
value of ailvcr to gold at that time was in 
weight about ono to ten, from which it can 
bo seen liow comparatively stable tho two 
otala have been until recent years. 
The lecturer then proceeded to explain 
tho method of striking a coin and tho mean- 
ing of tho terms "obverse" and "reverse. " 
After exhibiting by tho aid of a magic lan- 
tern a aeries of Greek and Roman coins, 
dating from about 500 B.C. to 300 A.l)., 
illustrating tho art employed during that 
tended period, ho drew attention 
the comparatively littlo expenao 
of forming a collection of ancient 
coins, their very great interest and 
educational value, and related several 
stories to show how almost impossible was 
tho eUort of forgers to deceive specialists. 
Ho pointed out tho ridiculous attempt made 
to convey a fictitious value to the Columbian 
half dollars, and advocated tho collection of 
postage stiimp^-'rather than coins us illustra- 
tive of mnilern history and geography. 

In closing hia very interesting and in- 
structive lecture, Canon Beanlands advised 
the young people on this side of the world 
to put tbomBelves in touoh with the life of 
the nations 'which had gone before, by tho 
study ot such interesting objects as ancient 
coins. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded the 
lecturer, and in tendering this Venerable 
Archdeacon Scrivon, who presided, ex- 
pressed hia own appreciation of tho enter- 
tainment and instruction afforded. It was 
announced that tho next lecture of tha 
series, a fortnight hence, would be by Bev. 
W. D. Barber.

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To TiiK Editor :— However much we may 
admire the beauties of our city and its sur- 
roundings, or however much we may depend 
upon her future prospects, there is one thing 
which must be confessed, and that is, that 
we have been, and are, almost criminally 
negligent in not making these beauties and 
these resonroea better known abroad. 

As a hotel man, I very frequently meet 
with travellers who come to Victoria more 
through accident than otherwise. They 
come hero by chance to see " the littlo place 
over on tho Island which Is known as the 
ou:4tal of tho Province." If Viotoria were 
but better known, I have no doubt what- 
ever that our tourist no less than our com- 
mercial business would be considerably 
enhanced. Now that recular communica- 
tion has been establiahed between this port 
and the Orient, as welt us Australasia, we 
should expect LoLto. Liiiuga. 

But the fact is that tho place is not prop- 
erly repreaentod at the various important 
ports of call of the Empresses or the Aus- 
tralian line of steamers. I would suggest 
that reliable data as to tho reaources of 
Victoria, and Vancouver Island generally, 
for that matter, be gathered and published 
in a taking m.anner, with tho many splendid 
buildings of the city, private as well us 
public, its walks and drives, its commercial 
standing, its harbors and docks, etc., also 
odicial returns as to its imports, exports and 
trade facilities ; in fact, a compilation of 
information which would be of interest to 
uU visitors. 

Such literature, I would suggest, should 
be judiciously distributed at hotels, ticket 
ofBces, railjvay depots, at tho principal 
ports of oaU'of the C.P.R. and Australian 
steamers, etc. So sanguine am I as to the 
good which would result from such a course 
that I would myself undertake to act as the 
advertising agent, and distribute such liter- 
ature as outlined at the plaoea intimated, 
charging nothing for my servioes. I should 
lil^ to hear from others who take an interest 
in^e welfare of Viotoria on this point, or, 
perhapa, the Board of Trade would think 
the matter of Buliicient importance to take 
some action on it. 

I bilieve it would be dcairablo to have a 
good lithograpli — a bird'a eye view— of V 
toria, Huch a picture as would do credit to 
tho city and be given a place on tho walla of 
ticket ollicea, hotels, etc. Such a aceno ua 
that preaented at the outer wliarf on Thurs- 
day last would be a credit to any port — nine 
or ten ateaTiiera, with a couple'of largo Bail- 
ing craft, loading or diach irging aiinulta- 
neously. Then our new I'arliainoiilary 
buildings might be fairly included in the 
picture, as well as many of the rcapect- 
able BtruoturoB of recent date.

In response to an invitation to attend a 
meeting for tho disouBsioa of civic afTairs 
and tho choioa of candidates for the next 
City Council, some sixty representative 
men and ratepayers, including Mayor 
Boavcn and a number of tho alder- 
meo, gathered at tbe Board of Trade rooms 
last evening. 

Senotor Maodonald being chosen chair- 
man, spoko briefly in regard to tho reason 
of tho meeting and called upon Mr. H. 
Dallas Helmcken to explain more fully its 
object. 

Mr. Helmcken remarked that the present 
condition of civic affairs was moat unsatis- 
factory, and it was considered advisable by 
a groat many people that a change should bo 
made. For hia part ho would like to see 
candidates chosen for ihe next council 
who would not bo swayed by private 
cliques, hut would vote for tho beat 
interests of tho city. He had been solicited 
by a number of ratepayers to see if the pres- 
ent unaatiafaccory way in which civie af- 
fairs were running could not bo oliecked, 
and it was only right, lie thought, that the 
citizens of Victoria should diacuua matters, 
draw up a platform and select candidatea. 
It was with a view of having a proper rep- 
resontativo body ut the fortlicoming elec- 
tions that tho meeting had been called. 

Mr. Beaumont Boggs having been selected 
as secretary, tho chairman invited thoao 
present to air any grievances they had. He 
had no doubt that many of them had 
grievances, o.ving to the diagracoful condi- 
tion of civic matters. 

Hon. A. N. Kiohards started the ball roll- 
ing. The want of funds, he held, was the 
whole trouble. When tbe city paid the in- 
terest of the civic debts there was nothing 
left for streets or other works. For 
bis part, ho did not kaow lu>w tbe 
city was to got rid of the debt, but as for 
grievances he had a little one of bis own. 
He know that when they wanted some 
street improvements in bis part of the city, 
they were met with the reply, "Do it your- 
self." (Laughter.) What he would advo- 
cate as a mode of getting more revenue was 
for the Government to turn the income and 
personal property tax over to the city. If 
that could bo done, there would be money 
to build roads and maintain them. Ho con- 
sidered that a mistake had also been made 
in reducing tho two-thirds majority vote 
required for money by-laws to a mere ma- 
jority, aa had been done last session— be- 
cause it was well-known that tho averoge 
ratepayer was ciireless, and when a money 
by-law came up it was the men who were in- 
terested in it that worked hardest. A rcaolu- 
tion, ho thought, should be passed abking 
the Government to change tho law back to 
the two-thirds vote. With regard to the 
personnel ol the Council, he thought a com- 
mittee should bo appointed to select candi 
dates for the next civic term. 

Mr. B. W. Pearsa agreed with Mr 
Richards as to the city getting tho personal 
property tax. Ho could not say what the 
exact amount would be ; but he knew it 
would give a considerable sum. Though he 
disclaimed any intention of making a per- 
sonal ftttaok on the Miyor or tho present 
Council, he folt certain that tho way in 
which the Council mismanaged things could 
not be permitted to continue or the city 
could not longer " rub aloni; " He had his 
grievance, too — the want of police protec- 
tion in his part of the city. He believed in 
doing away with the Counoil altogether, 
and the appointment of three commissioners 
instead. Then there would be more econ- 
omy and better management of alT.iira. 
Touching briefly on the wants of the city 
and tbe necessity for electrio light cxton 
ston, Mr. Pearse passed to sewerage muttcra 
claiming that tho three separate aya- 
tenis, as at present entered upon, 
had resulted in a large sum of money 
being absolutely wasted. This showed 
groaa niismaiiagomcnt. Hero they had a 
separate system laid down and only a few 
connectiona made. The f.ict was that the 
aewer system was, to a large extent, uacletB, 
and if thinga were going to keep on us at 
present, he, for one, was going to get out 
of tho city. Turning to civic aalariea, lie 
did not mean to eay tln;y were outragcoud, 
but the city could not alford to puy aome of 
them. 

Mr. Jamea Argas wua tho next to tak 
tlie tioor. He ])r(ipoBud to follow tho ])lun 
of iManohester, Kiigland, whoro tho cily 
had a right to say what atreeta and sewers 
were to bo built and then charge the tax to 
the owners of tho property benetitted. That 
shoulil ho tho ayatein tullowed with tliu 
aewera here. By that means those in au- 
thority would be able to get the whole 
town sewered. The increased values of 
property through which the sewers ran 
would more than reimbursu tbe owners for 
tho tax. 

Mr. Alex. Wilson started out by saying, 
amid some laughter, that as some of tho 
people present were not invited, it looked as 
if an attempt hud been made to hold a holo 
and corner incoting. He traced back over 
the period that tho city had liad a Council, 
and held that every Council that ever sat 
had been found fault with. The nevv por- 
tions of the city that had been taken in de 
nianded to have aa much done for them aa 
the older pnrlioiip, mul then wlien the 
waterworks were biou^ht in there was a 
great deal of opposilion to that. I'eoplu 
talked about coiiiniis.iioiiorH — why, if lliey 
had them the city would bo worae oil' than 
it war, now. He kiiou' what waa intended. 
Ho could name the very men it was |iro- 
poaed to put up mb coinminBirnu'ra. ((,'iiea 
of "name, naiiic") Ho would like to know 
who tlio Council represented, and wlione 
fault it waa that tho money by-lawn were 
only carried by a few volen. It v.iia 
the ratepayers'. They spoke of the 
money frittered away by altering tho 
original sewerage plana — was that the Coun- 
cil's fault ? No, it was that of the rate- 



payeis. Then there wss a big fuss about 
the drainage going in tho harbor. Well it 
waa juat ua had for the houses of the rich 
to empty their drainage into the Arm. As 
to the plan proposed by Mr. Angus as 
oarrieid . out ;in Manchester, if it were tried 
here the people would be up in arms against 
It. The' whole • trouble was tho want of 
funds and the wish to 'keep iip in improvo- 
ments with some of . their neighbors. He 
believed in the qualification for the Coun- 
oil being higher. (Applause.) ""He held 
that it was only sinue Mayor Heaven took 
the civic chair that the people had really 
beau able to see bow tbe eity stood fioun- 
oially. Ho wanted to see tbe assessment 
roll lowered nnd a reduction of ofBoiala if 
need be. Thoy could also out off the 
salaries of tho mayor and aldermen. 
(Applause.) Tho people should bo more 
careful in their choice of aldermen. Ho 
questioned tho qualilioiitiona of certain mem- 
bera of tho board, and aaid he believed that 
for aldermen live lawyers and four doctors 
should be elected, then they would have 
their health and legal matters properly 
looked after. 

Hon. Mr. Richards here rose to remark 
that it was a mistake to allow a vote to 
license-payers, who did not oara whether or 
not taxes were high. 

Aid. liolyea denied emphatically that tho 
aewera were not iu working order, and ho 
only wiahed thoy had aa good ones all over 
tho city. If counoila who aat twenty years 
ago^had given more attention to improve- 
mouts, the city would be in a better condi- 
tion to-day. 'The trouble wus not in tho 
ratepapers or council, but in the system 
There was too much red tape now, and it 
needed reforming. The city wanted a char- 
ter of its own, ho held. To lower the aa- 
seaament would, ho said, leave them face to 
face with a deficit at the end of tho year, or 
oblige them to ruiao tho taxea. Aa to tho 
queation of taxes, ho did not think they 
could cut them. \Vith regatd to aewere, bo 
did not believe thoy ahould be done in 
pieces, but after tho people hud voted down 
the by-Uwtobuild them, he( Ald.Belyea) had 
iutroducedalocal improvement resolution in 
tho Council but it was thrown out. If the 
people wanted sewers they could very easily 
get them, but they did no*> seem to want 
them. He believed in having a regular 
platform laid down for the Couueil to carry 
out, otherwise things would juat drift along 
as they had hitherto. 

Mayor Beaven remarked that when he 
was called on to take tbe mayor's chair two 
years ago, civic matters were in a great 
deal of confusion. At that time the city 
city had now no floating indebtedness that 
had not only increased its debt, but had a 
largo floating liability. All the floating 
debt had beou cleared away and the 
it could not meet. Ik'sidss tho city 
was in a bettor jjoaition than 
ever it was. The suggestion thrown out by 
Mr. Richards to transfer tho personal and 
income tux to tho city was worthy of con- 
sideration. Tho aBeeasment, ho said, had 
also been greatly reduced sinca he had been 
mayor, and ho believed that, by careful 
management, tho rate struck next year 
might be leas than this. Of course, if tho 
ratepayers wanted more improToments they 
would have to pay for them and raise tho 
rate. As to sewerage he did not think the 
plan advocated by Mr. Angus would 
work, as it would have caused a great 
hardship on many. He went on to 
say that tho electric lighting system had 
been improved and that 30 or 40 more 
lights would be added in the next month. 
A great deal bad also been done in a quiet 
way this year to improve the water works 
by substituting gravitation for pumps. 
Flash tanks had also been added to the 
sewers, and many other improvements had 
been carried out. He remarked that Vic- 
toria's astessment rate was lower than that 
of any of tho other largo Proviccial cities, 
Vancouver being 20 mills, Weatminater 20, 
while here, including both special aad gen 
oral rate, it was only IG. 

Dr. Milne considered that a committee 
'should be formed to draw up a platform on 
tho subjects that had been spoken of. 
Turning to sewerage, ho defended the 
separate system as the loaat expousive. Ho 
believed also in having sewerage commis 
sionerB, but not iu commissioners to run the 
city iiiateud of tho present corporation. Aa 
to legislation, tbe Government should 
shoulder the Municipal Act, and, perhaps, 
it would bi) well if the city hud a separate 
Act of its own. Tho water system should 
bo well conuidered by the eoinndttce, and a 
course laid out to bu followed. It was a 
mistake to turn the surfaoo drains 
into a Bcparato sewer tystem, and 
he never would have voted in favor of 
the by-law last year if be had known 
such a use was going to be made of th 
drains, 

Mr. C.E. Redfem thought tho apathy and 
carelessness of the ratepayers were re' 
Rponuiblo for tho present state of things. 
He supported the separate System of sewer- 
age, aiul every one must admit it should be 
iiiiiahcd. Hia opinion was that the voting 
down of tho proposed sewerage by-law was 
because there was no provision made in it 
for commiasioners. Iu speukiug of tho aew 
era, ho thought that the city aluni'd m.-iUo 
tho hoiiBO onnneotiona and chargCj tho 
amount c(|unlly to the propel ty ownera on 
each side of the street. He believed in the 
local improvement pyatem ; but it wus not 
riglit to muko only those innnediutely hene- 
litlod pay for it. Tho city shouUi pay a 
portion of tho coat as it waa a bendit to tho 
whole city. (Hour, hear.) I'alking of im- 
provements, he thought thut the next 
Council should do away with the ,Jamea 
Bay bridge and make a permanent cause- 
way. The income from llie land filled in 
would recoup tho cily for the 
outlay. Ho also believed that the 
poraonal property tax and income 
tax, should be turned over to the city, As 
to rating, that should be aa low as possible, 
and the property be assessed at its full 
vahio. 

'I'he chairiiian bore called attention to the 
fact that tho mooting was losing eight of tho 
real object, which wus to any whether they 
were or were not aatiolied with tho preaunt 
Htato of ull'iiira, and to select candidatea and 
draw U[) a platform. 

!).-. .Milne moved that a conimittco l)o 
formed to draw up a platiorm, to bo pre- 
aen ted to candidates who might bu chosen 
later. 

After a pause Aid. Muua rose and re- 
marked that the question was not so much 
ono of men, but as of aystefn. He folt 
the present system was wrong. The
